Nothing would please a pub­ 
lisher more than to hear from a goodly portion of his readers during 
the period of every year as to w hat they would like to have their news­ 
paper be. 
These are some of the things th a t every newspaper publisher is 
anxious to know: Does he give you the news in the way you would like 
to have it presented? 
Is it interestingly w ritten and displayed? 
Do you 
do your shopping with the advertisem ents in his newspaper as your guide?

is the editorial page 
to your liking? 
Can you make suggestions as to m ake-up of his news­ 
paper?
